40 Carried Down 
ladders To Safety 
At Minneapolis 


M IN N EA PO LIS. Dec. 23 ft — 
Six patients, five of them women, 
died early today when short-cfr- 
cuited Christmas tree lights in the 
lobby sent fire and smoke raging 
through Doctors Memorial Hospi­ 
tal at the edge of the Minneapolis 
Loop. 
Working under floodlights, fire­ 
men 
helped 
and carried 
more 
than two score patients, several 
of them babies, down ladders to 
safety from the five-story brick 
structure. 
All of the dead suffocated. They 
were identified as Miss Ella M . 
Mullins. 82; Miss Mary S Ballett, 
age not 
available; 
Mrs. 
Lydia 
Becken. 66; Mrs. Sarah C. Stone, 
59; Miss Caroline Vale, 73 and 
Clarence O. Green. 53. all of M in­ 
neapolis. 
Bodies of several dead were 
found in their beds on the third 
floor, described by firemen as the 
patient area hit hardest by intense 
heat and smoke. 
A. Stasel. administrator of the 
hospital, and the fire department 
estimated tho loss would amount 
to about $100,000. A survey of dam ­ 
age done to X ray and other equip­ 
ment had not been completed. 


Fire Roars I p Staircase 


The 125-bed hospital is a non­ 
profit institution incorporated as 
I Doctors Memorial Hospital. It is 
governed by a board of directors. 
Formerly operated as Eitel Hos­ 
pital it was built in 1912. 
The lobby was r e d u c e d to 
charred ruins, flames swept up a 
zig-zag staircase in the center of 
the structure. Heat and smoke 
damage extended to the top floor,

Ambulance fleets carried more 
than 30 patients, including seven 
'infants 
to 
Minneapolis General 
Hospital. Seven of the adults were 
reported in critical condition and 
one of the babies died a few hour* 
later. Death ot the baby which 
previously was listed in critical 
condition, was attributed by doc­ 
tors to a congenital heart condi­ 
tion, not due to smoke inhalation.

WASHINGTON - The Inned 
State* does not intend to lake 
chances with the Soviet Union 
There will be no withdrawal of 
troop* from Europe or weakening 
rf Allied armed strength. There 
will be no “ negotiating” with the 
potential enemies of mankind for 
any kind of an “ agreement” or 
disarmament plan which puts the 
people of the Ended States or its 
allies af the mercy of attack by 
the communist forces. 


These points are merely com­ 
mon sense, but so often rumors 
and reports are circulated and

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On Annual Reports

BABSON TARK. Mass -D ur­ 
ing my summer vacation at Glou­ 
cester, Mass., I read about forty 
1955 annual reports of corpora­ 
tions listed on the New York Ex­ 
change. I was especially pleased 
with some of these because they 
had been made very interesting, 
illustrated by attractive pictures 
and charts. I assume that these 
latter have been prepared by pro­ 
fessional 
advertising 
agencies 
and public relations men 
I am 
very pleased to see so many of 
them with the date of the year 
in large type in the upper right­ 
hand corner on the outside cover. 
The common "quickie rule” for 
brokers to use in looking at an­ 
nual reports is to study the rela­ 
tion of price to net 
earnings. 
When the price is 30 to 40 times 
earnings, it is usually a sign 
that the price is too high; while 
if the price is only .A times net 
earnings after fair depreciation 
and taxes, if is looked upon as 
attractive. I like to keep within 
the range of 10-to-20 times earn­ 
ings. 


Mixed-l p F igures 


Some of the reports were un­ 
consciously misleading. For in­ 
stance, some would include the 
sale of land or securities with the 
gross income, which, of course, 
should not have been done. Fur­ 
thermore, depreciation or “ write­ 
off” has heen handled differently 
by different companies. This de­ 
preciation figure is very import­ 
ant to study for two reasons: 
First, heavy depreciation can re­ 
duce the net earnings to less 
than they really are: while small 
depreciation can indicate the re­ 
verse 
if 
not 
honestly treated. 
Second 
under ordinary circum­ 
stances the government allows an 
average of about 5 per cent on 
depreciation, but on special mill 
tary work 25 per cent is some­ 
times allowed. 
Oil companies have the largest 
write-offs 
My two favorites are 
Gontinental

Phillips 
Petroleum. Standard Oil ot Cal­ 
ifornia also rates well, with over 
IO per cent write-offs each year. 
The 
chemical

leading with Dow Chemical at 13 
per cent and Monsanto Chemical 
at nearly 9 per cent. Enion Car­ 
bide also has a 9 per cent write­ 
off.

I pon studying the annual re­ 


ports of the six leading areel 
companies, it was evident that 
E S Steel led with a write-off of 
7 per cent, although

per cent. The lowest in my list 
was Inland Steel, which showed 
only 3 3 per cent. On a replace­ 
ment basis, probably U.S. Steel 
would amount to $200 to $300 a 
share while today it is selling 
at $72 Bethlehem Steel, its near­ 
est competitor, writes off less 
than 5 per cent.

General Food* 
writes off less than I per cent In 
giving these figures I do not mean 
that thc^e are the best stocks to 
buy, as there are many import- 
ant things to consider beside* 
annual reports figures.
